About Mrs. Hannah Glasse, the authoress 
of “The Art of Cookery,’’ little or nothing 
appears to be known beyond her one.

The first edition of her book 
entitled “The Art of Cookery made Easy “ 
was published in London in 1747, Her name 
was not then given as the author or compiler 
—it was merely stated to be by “ A Lady.” 
The fourth edition appeared in London in 
1751. Then the name “ H. Glasse ” appeared 
for the first time, apparently. The ninth edi- 
tion appeared in 1765. It will be noticed 
that the first Dublin edition, so far as is 
known, is dated in 1762. There is, however, 
an interesting point about another work by 
Mrs. Glasse—that entitled “ The Compleat 
Confectioner.” The copy in the British 
Museum is undated, and the Library authori-

ALBINISM. 


WHAT IT REALLY IS, 


se 
(By PROFESSOR J. BRONTE GATENBY, 
T.C.D.) 

The interesting photograph of the albino 
crow in yesterday's issue of the /rish Times 
records a somewhat rare occurrence, Albin- 
ism ‘s the total absence of colour in the 
skin, feathers, hair, and, in the most extreme 
and perfect cases, also in the iris of the 
eye. In the latter the blood shows, so that 
the eye appears pink. 

Melanisin, the reverse of albinism, is the 
occurrence of dense black or brown pigment 
in the various cuticular organs. Albinos and 
melanos arise often as sports or mutations, 
and many references to these curiosities may 
be found in zoological literature. 

HUMAN ALBINOS. 

Albinos fairly often occur among human 
beings. The late Dr. Spooner, of New Col- 
lege, Oxford, was a perfect albino. Albino 
negroes are fairly common, and the recent 
case of an albino tribe. of South American 
Indians, forming a new race, is still fresh 
in our minds, and of great interest to 
evolutionists. 

Mendelians usually regard the albino 
organism as a recessive—that is to say, that, 
In a cross between a coloured and an albino 
race, the offspring are all coloured, though 
albinos again appear in subsequent crosses. 

As is well known, certain races of albino 
animals are common—albino mice, rabbits, 
pigeons, and chickens. 

PARTIAL ALBINISM, 

In the Arctic and sub-Arctic regions 
many animals become white during the 
winter, the better to protect themselves from 
their enemies. These animals are not true 
albinos, the pigmentation facto being 
present, but temporarily suppressed. 

In nature partial albinism among various 
types of black birds is common. Sparrows, 
too, are fairly commonly seen with one wing 
white, or a white tail. Among human beings 
it is common to see a dark person with one 
tuft of white hair among the black. This 
tuft is formed of hair which is perfect 
except for the occurrence of the pigment. 

THE PRODUCTION OF PIGMENT. 

In man albinism may be associated with 
disease, especially of the nervoug system. 
Nystagmus, the oscillating movement of the 
eve, so generally associated with human 
albinism, is not met with in  pink-eyed 
animals, 

Human albinos are said to have pigmented 
children when married to a normal person, 
but albinos may re-appear according to the 
law of the Mendelian recessive in the 
children’s children. 

Coming down to bedrock, we must admit 
that we know practically nothing With regard 
to the reason for the dropping out of the faculty 
to produce pigment. That there is a wide- 
spread tendency in all pigmented animals for 
the pigment factor to become lost is estab- 
lished. In old age, of course, the pigment 
becomes changed, and ultimately ceases to 
form, and so the hair becomes white. This, 
however, is not true albinism; for the pig- 
ment remains in the eyes.

Leigh 
miners have been persuaded by the Labour 
Exchange authorities to go to the new coal- 
field, and about forty have so far gone, and 
are now working regularly six days weekly.

WOMAN TREASURER’S DEATH 

Shortly before she: was due to share out 
£72, the funds of a Christmas club, Mrs. 
Jennie Ayling, aged 44, of Steerford street, 
Earsfield, London, the treasurer was found 
in a dying condition by her son. A letter 
from the dead woman to her husband was 
read by the Coroner at the inquest at Batter- 
sea yesterday. 

She wrote :—‘‘I have got in such a hole. 
There is no outlet for me. Perhaps you will 
do better without me.’’ 

Evidence showed that the club, of which 
Mrs, Ayling was treasurer, had a membership 
of fifty-eight. They had paid sixpence a 
week during the year. 

Recording a verdict of suicide while of un- 
sound mind, the Coroner said that Mrs. 
Ayling had been diving into the money of 
the club, and when the day came for sharing 
out it was not there. 

It was stated that the woman took spirits 
of salts, and medical evidence was given that 
death was caused by the poison.

AN EX-SOLDIER’S STRANGE 
EXPERIENCE. 

Visitors to the Natural History Museum 
at South Kensington, London, will find, not 
far from the elephants, several new or im- 
proved exhibits. The first of these, a novelty 
so far as the public is concerned, is a 
showing the damage caused by wood wasps 
and their allies. One is able to trace, savs 
The Times, the progress of the insect from 
the egg through the piece of timber wherein 
it came to life 

A still stranger example of such progress is 
offered by a piece of lead, about one-tenth of 
an inch in thickness, which was originally 
rolled round a wooden core. In this core there 
happened to be a number of wood wasp grubs, 
and the developed winged insects not only ate 
their way out of the wood, but afterw 
attacked the lead, through 15 lavers of which 
some of them successfully passed, while others 
died on the journey.

The Indian Commission. 


The members of the Indian Statutoty 
Commission, of which Sir John Simon 1s 
chairman, will sail from Marseilles on 
January 20th, and will reach India during 
the first week of February. Their visit 
will extend over two months, during 
which time they will see the Parliament 
at work at New Delhi and will make pre- 
liminary arrangements for further visits 
at later dates. The task to which Sir 
John Simon has set himself will not be 
easy. Already difficulties are being pre- 
pared for the Commission. The publica- 
tion of its terms of reference has been 
received with scorn by the extreme 
politicians in India, and there seems to be 
no doubt that every possible obstacle will 
be placed in the way of its success. Two 
important assemblies — the National 
Liberal Federation and the Indian 
National Congress—are in session at 
present in Bombay and Madras respec- 
tively. The Liberals, who pride themselves 
on their political moderation, declare that 
the Statutory Commission is an insult to 
Indian dignity; and, while their leaders 
have been careful to refrain from the use 
of the word “ boycott,’’ Sir Tej Bahadur 
Sapru says that no self-respecting Indian 
can have anything to do with Sir 
John Simon and his colleagues until 
drastic changes are made in the British 
Government's scheme. The Indian 
National Congress goes much farther, and 
has passed a resolution pledging its 
members to boycott the Commission. It 
also reaflirmed its intention to work

An English Dean—why is cynicism a 
peculiarly diaconal quality ?—said, many 
years ago, that familiarity with the 
classics enabled a man to look down upon 
his inferiors. It was a libellous state- 
ment; for, if there is any one thing that 
the classics and history impart, it is a 
sense of proportion, and a sense of pro- 
portion always inspires humility. Surely it 
is a disciplining thought—but how few of 
us think it'!—that the Roman civilisation 
in England, which lasted for four hundred 
years, is now clean forgotten by the 
average Englishman. Yet it seemed a 
solid civilisation to the legates who had 
their villas in the Isle of Wight and to 
the prefect who drained “ thé lower river 
field ” in Sussex. In like fashion the 
four hundred years between Henry VIII. 
and George V. will be a bald confusion 
of dates to such men as may inhabit 
England two thousand years hence. The 
further we go back into history, the more 
oppressive becomes our sense of the in- 
significance of man’s mortal phase. — In 
The Times of yesterday Dr. R. Campbell 
Thompson described the British Museum’s 
explorations on. the site of 
Of the Temple of Nabu, re- 
Sargon in the eighth century 
B.C., only a few slabs and the trace of a 
ruined wall remain. When Nineveh was 
destroyed, in 612 B.C., the site of the 
temple soon was forgotten; “ Íor,” says 
Dr. Campbell Thompson, ‘‘ within a few 
hundred years there came occupants who 
spoke Greek and dug a new well within 
100ft. of the old one, which they cer-

PRECAUTIONS IRISH 

LISTENERS SHOULD TAKE. 

FROM Press ASSOCIATION’s WIRELESS 
CORRESPONDENT. 

The snow has laid low many an aerial pole 
in England during the past few days, and the 
ice has, in other cases, cut off signals just as 
effectively as ‘‘earthing’’ the aerial. Pro- 
vided a few simple precautions are taken, 
there is no reason why either of these mis 
fortunes should overtake listeners in Ireland 
should similar weather occur here. 

In the first place, the aerial pole must have 
adequate stays, and these should be slackened 
very slightly, so that the wind may away 
the pole to a certain extent. The slackening 
should not he overdone or tlie pole may fall. 
If the “pull” exerted by the aerial on the 
pole is considerable the acrial should be eased 
a little. 

The other main difficulty from the 
formation of ice on the insulators at each 
end of the aerial wire. Ice is an excellent 
conductor, and if the aerial is connected to 
earth by ice. signals will either fail altogether 
or fade to a whisper.. The cure for this is to 
smear the insulators and the wire or rope 
het ween them with grease, itis SRC 8 
petroleum jelly. 

Another precaution to be taken is to see 
that the weight of snow does not break the 
aerial wire. This danger, not very serious, 
may be met by an occasional sharp jerk on 
the ‘lead in. This should throw off any 
accumulated snow or ice.

| STEAMER’S WILD 
VOYAGE. 


BULKHEAD BURSTIN 
CHANNEL CROSSING, 


WOMEN’S: FLRST-CLASS 
SALOON FLOODED.

After one of the worst Channel crossings 
for many years, 650 passengers, exhausted 
by the buffeting they received, arrived at 
Folkestone from Boulogne yesterday after- 
noon. 

Mountainous seas were encountered 
immediately the steamer Engadine left the 
shelter of Boulogne Harbour. She was 
washed from stem to stern, and at times 
it seemed that she must heel over. Nearly 
every passenger was ill, and the scenes 
were pitiful. 

To make matters worse, the gale tore 
off the hatches on the bow of the vessel, 
and the Engadine shipped a big wave 
which poured down into the forehold. 
The force of the water burst the bulkhead 
ot the women’s first-class saloon, which 
was filled with women and children. 


STEWARDESS’S CALM COURAGE. 
The bulkhead collapsed like match- 
boarding, and great volumes of water 
rushed into the saloon. Already frightened 
by the violent plunging of the ship, the 
women’s fears were increased tenfold, but 
the stewardess, Mrs. Taylor, of Dover, 
acted splendidly, She did everything 
possible to calm the women and assure 
them that there was no serious danger, 

No .one. was injured when the rush of 
water entered the saloon, but passengers 
were thrown off their feet, and a woman 
was carried from one end to the other of 
the apartment. Luggage was tossed 
about by the. water, cases were burst open, 
articles of furniture floated about, and a 
spring mattress®on one of the beds was 
| twisted and broken. 
| The sight was unforgettable. Women, 
| hysterical and sobbing, clung to the 
| stewardess, but she never lost her head. 
| “There was a breaking and splintering 
ot wood, followed by a rush of water,’’ 
said Mrs, Taylor in an interview, “I 
realised that we had shipped a very heavy 
sea and that the bulkhead had been 
carried away. I had only just brodght a 
passenger into. the crowded saloon. We 
| were, in fact, crowded out, mostly with 
| women, though there were a few children 
and a baby. They clung to me, and | 
assured them that everything was all 
right and that there was no danger. As 
[soon as theywwgalised that the worst was 
| over, they becdme calm, and most of them 
| remained in the flooded saloon.”’ 


TIMELY ACT SAVES BABY. 

Mrs. Taylor undoubtedly saved the life 
of the baby. The little one had been 
placed on a couch near the bulkhead, but 
Mrs. Taylor, realising the severity of the 
weather and the possible danger, removed 
the infant to a safer part of the saloon. 
Had the child been left on the couch it 
must have been drowned or crushed to 
death when the bulkhead was burst. 

The passengers were loud in their praise 
of the stewardess ‘She was absolutely, 
splendid,’’ one of them said. ‘She did 
| everything possible to calm us aiter such 
|a terrifying experience. It was terribly 
‘sudden, At first we thought things were 
imuch more serious than actually they 
were. 

\ male passenger said: “ You cannot 
| exaggerate the awfulness of our experience 
on this crossing. I remained on deck. and 
we were almost washed off our feet. I 
have been across the Channel on some verv 
bad days, but I have never had a crossing 
like this one, and I hope I shall never 
have another like it. At times the ship 
seemed to be almost under the waves.’’ 


WOMEN CARRIED ASHORE. 

The disembarkation of the passengers 
was carried out with difficulty. The swel! 
was so heavy that the steamer rose and 
plunged alongside the quay, and it was 
almost a superhuman task to hold her fast. 
| It was necessary to assist the passengers 
down the gangway, and some of the women 
were so ill that they had to be carried 
ashore. Several were in a state of com-

From ‘ Tue Times’’ CORRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The first of the annual reports on 
German economic conditions to appear 
for 1927 is that of the Berlin Chamber of 
Industry and Commerce, which has come 
to the conclusion that it is better to 
publish a little before the end of the year 
than some time after, as is customary. 
The report is the result of careful investi- 
gation into the trades and industries repre- 
sented, and, on the whole, it pronounces 
favourably on developments in 1927, and 
faces 1928 with moderate confidence. 

The report opens with a clear account, 
well illustrated with examples and figures, 
of the steady improvement of economic 
conditions and the development of an 
internal ‘boom,’ the main features of 
which are now familiar from the publica- 
tions of the Agent-General for Reparations 
Payments and others. 


THE ENGLISH COAL STRIKE. 

The Chamber traces the beginning of the 
movement to “ the time in 1926 when the 
cessation of English coal production 
brought to our mining industry orders 
worth hundreds of millions of marks, in- 
creased the purchasing power of the 
population engaged in or, in the wider 
sense, dependent upon it, and quickened 
the production of luxury goods and means 
of produ tion, which had fallen into 
stagnation.” 

The movement was hastened as the 
money borrowed abroad gradually found 
its way to productive plant of all kinds 
or reinforced working funds. 


PUBLIC STILL BUYING 
CAUTIOUSLY. 

From the point of view of the shop- 
keeper, the verdict of 1927 is that, 
although it was a year of increased turn- 
over, this was the effect rather of higher 
prices than of bigger sales; and from the 
general commercial standpoint that, 
although it was a year of increased 
employment and production, it was by no 
means one of higher profits, and permitted 
the formation of capital only in a modest 
degree. 

The general impression gained, although 
the Christmas shopping came after the 
report was completed, is that the mass of 
the population is still buying with con- 
siderable restraint.

The Times. Glasgow Correspondent states 
in a. message under yesterday's date :—Con- 
siderable perturbation is being expressed by 
patriotic Scotsmen, and particularly by the 
active Protestant section of the community, 
at, the steadily increasing influx of Irishmen 
into Scotland, and tentative proposals are 
actually being put, forward with a view to 
restricting such immigration. Fears are ex- 
pressed in many quarters that, with the 
growth of this immigration and the steady 
emigration of native-born Scots, the control of 
the country is passing out of the hands of 
Scotsmen into those of the _ Irish, 
and that history may repeat itself, 
as when, two thousand years’ ago, 
immigrants from Ireland founded the 
Kingdom of Dalriada on the West Coast, and 
provided the first kings to rule the country. 
Certainly such figures as are available tend 
to support these fears. 

The problem has been gone into very 
thoroughly by the Scottish Churches Council, 
a body which represents all denominations in 
Scotland, with the exception of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and the figures which they 
have produced indicate that the Roman 
Catholic population, which in the main is 
Irish, has increased tremendously over a long 
period. During the past hundred years, they 
point out, the Catholic population has 
increased by 700 per cent., as compared with 
an increase of 110 per cent. in the rest of the 
population, and in 1921 the Catholics repre- 
sented 1 in 8 of the population, as a whole, 
whereas a century ago they were only 1 
in 3.

“There is a very definite limit to the 
usefulness of State interference. At best, 
what the State can do for farmers is not 
a tenth of what farmers can do for them- 
selves. It remains now for the farmers to 
produce more and market better, always 
remembering that quality must be our 
watchword.” 

In these words Mr. P. Hogan. T.D., 
Minister for Agriculture in the Irish Fr 
State, concluded a comprehensive review 
of the Government's agricultural policy 
at the seventh annual Congress of Cov 
Testing Associations held under the 
auspices of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society in the Town Hall, 
Waterford, yesterday. 


MINISTER’S ADDRESS. 

When 1 addressed this Congress at 
Mallow in the year 1924, said Mr, Hogan, 
the Dairy Produce Act had just become 
the law of the land. I explained the Act 
and our hopes in connection with it. 
Three years have passed. The Act has 
been steadily put into operation, and this 
Is a convenient time to review the promises 
made in 1923 with a view to seeing how 
far they have worked out in practice. 

The Act is in five parts. Parts 1 
and 5, dealing respectively with efficient 
creameries and clean milk, were put into 
operation in the spring of 1925. Part 3. 
providing conditions for the registration 
of creameries and exporters’ premises, was 


1921 the Irish population in Scotland in- 
creased by 82,335, while the increase in the 
purely Scottish population during the same 
period was only 39,049. Exact figures for 
the present day are not available, but it is 
calculated that the Irish Catholic population 
is now 640,000, as against 601,304 in 1921, and 
the increase is attributed mainly to Irish 
immigration. During the same period 
Scottish emigrants to the United States and 
to the Dominions to the number of about 

000 left the country, and since 1921 the 
Stottish population, as distinct from the Irish, 
has fallen by about 30,000. 

Already in some industrial districts the 
Trish element outnumbers the native Scots 
born, and at the present rate of 
increase it will only be a matter 
of time when that holds good for the whole 
country. In Glasgow, in 1921, the Roman 
Catholic Church, numerically, was the 
strongest single communion in the city, com- 
prising 22 per cent. of the city’s adult popu- 
lation. Last year the area covered by the 
Roman Catholic Diocese of Glasgow had a 
population of 2,100,000, and the percentage 
of Catholics in that total had risen to 23. 
The figures for marriages and births also 
bear out the contention of those who urge 
that the Irish are swamping the native 
population. Originally this influx of Irish 
was due to the fact that work was more or 
less plentiful in Scotland in comparison with 
Ireland. Irish harvesters came over for the 
potato harvest and remained to find per 
manent work in the country. Their 
friends in the ‘* ould country, 
learning from their letters home that 
conditions were much better here than in 
Ireland, were stirred with discontent, and the 
numbers who came over steadily grew. When 
the war broke out and thousands of: young 
Scotsmen rallied to the Colours there was a 
shortage of labour in many of the heavy 
industries in the West of Scotland, and a 
demand for labour arose. This demand was 
largély supplied from Ireland, but with the 
slump which followed the war period the 
immigration. of Irishmen.to Scotland showed 
little, if any, diminution. To-day, when un- 
employment is still rife and the tide of emi- 
gration from Scotland is still running strong, 
the stream of immigrants from Ireland con- 
tinues to flow freely. 

It is frequently alleged, and as frequently 
denied, that Irishmen newly arrived in this 
country can obtain jobs in industrial 
establishments, and even in departments 
under the Glasgow Corporation, before men of 
Scottish birth, because of the number of tore- 
men who. themselves, are of Irish extraction. 
It is certain, at any rate, that there is a real 
demand on the part of a very numerous 
section of Scotsmen for some restriction on 
the immigration of Irishmen to Scotland. Up

of certified appliances, and requiring 
further that samples taken from the sup- 
pliers’ milk and records of tests shall he 
kept for a specified time, and shall be 
available for examination and checking by 
officers of the Department of Agriculture. 
I will try to indicate the position more 
definitely later, but I may say now that, 
generally speaking, the results of the Act 
up to date are that clean milk is being 
delivered to first-class creameries that are 
making first-class butter. The Act 1s 
| being administered this year at a cost of 
| £17,000, of which the industry pays £9,500 
by way of export fees. This figure repre- 
sents what it costs annually to save a 
trade worth at the present almost 
£5,000,000 a year, and capable of immense 
development. There was never money 
better spent. Four years ago our butter 
was being driven off the British market. 
To-day it is within sight of a position in 
that market which will be unassailable. 


FACULTY OF DAIRY SCIENCE. 

I must refer to two other developments. 
First, the establishment of the Faculty of 
Dairy Science at University College, Cork 
This is going ahead according to plan. 
The estimated capital 
buildings, etc., is £67,000, and £13,000 is 


being provided for annual expenditure. 


buildings have vet to be settled. While 
they are important thev are no more than 
important details. When the faculty 1s 
established there will be nothing lacking 
either in its organisation or equipment to 
prevent it from becoming one of the best 
Faculties of Dairy Science in Europe 

At present the Creamery Managers’

in number from 12 to 15, are provided 
for young men desiring to acquire a sound 
knowledge of the principles underlying 
the manufacture of dairy produce and the 
management of creameries. There is also 
provision for the traning 0! butter 
makers.

LIVESTOCK’S PERIL ON THE MOORS. 

Many places have received no post or news- 
papers since Christmas Day. Of the thousands 
of wild and cattle which live 
hardy lives on Dartmoor many raced for 
shelter to villages, but it is feared that 
hundreds are lost.

| PENSIONS AT 65: 


THE NEW SCHEME IN 
THE NORTH. 
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Old age pensions will bW we to insured 
pe between of 65 and 70 in 
Northern Ireland from the 2nd January next 
lí they have the gualifications laid down in 
the Contributory Pensions Act, 1925. 

These pensions are at the rate of 10s. per 
week, and are payable without regard to the 
means of the applicant. The special forms 
on which application for a pension should be 
made are available at post offices, and 
directions as to the method of making the 
elaim are given on the forms. 

Persons of the age of 65 years and upwards 
cease to be entitled to benefit under the Un- 
employment Insurance Acts, and to sickness 
and disablement benefit under the National 
Health Insurance Act. 

CONTRIBUTION RATES. 

An alteration will be made in the rates 
of contribution payable under the National 
Insurance Acts in respect of persons of 65 
years of age or upwards who are employed 
in insurable employment. As these persons 
cease to be entitled to benefit, they will no 
longer be required to pay contributions. In 
order, however, that there may be no in- 
ducement to employ persons over 65 years of 
age in preference to younger workpeople, 
employers will be required to pay contribu- 
tions at special rates in respect of every per- 
son of 65 or upwards in their employment. 
The new weekly rates of contribution for men 
aged 65 or over will be 8d. under the Un- 
employment Insurance Act, and 8d. under 
the Contributory Pensions Act, and for 
women aged 65 years or over, 7d. under the 
Unemployment Insurance Act and 6d. under 
the Contributory Pensions Act. 

The whole of these contributions will be 
payable by the employer, who cannot recover 
any portion from the employed person, and, 
therefore, cannot make any deduction from 
wages in respect of them. 

THE SPECIAL CARDS. 

These contributions will be payable in 

respect of all persons of 65 years of age or 


Unemployment insurance 
contributions are not payable in respect of 
persons employed in agriculture or private 
domestic service. The contributions will be 
payable by affixing stamps in the ordinar 
way; but ona special contribution am á 
There will be a combined card for both un- 
employment and pensions insurance, and it 
will be of half-yearly currency. 

These special cards will normally be issued 
to insured persons by the Ministry of Labour, 
but if after 2nd Jarimary an employé who is 
65 years of age or upwards fails to produce 
a special card the employer should obtain one 
from the nearest employment exchange. The 
ordinary insurance cards should not used. 
Stamps may be purchased at any post office,

During the gale enormous breakers pounded 
against the sea wall recently erected at Grey- 


the seas completely covered the roadway,

North End. The water main dropped into 
the gaps and smashed the connections, thus 
cutting off the water supply.

The wintry weather has brought golf to a 
standstill in the Midlands and the South, 
except in a few favoured spots which have 
escaped the blizzards. By way of contrast, 
here are two renorts from popular golfing 
centres :— 

STOKE POGES.—Six feet of snow on 
parts of the course. Trees blown down. Im- 
possible to get on te the course. Walls of 
snow six feet high. 

EASTBOURNE. — Springlike weather. 
Bright sunshine all day, No snow; plenty 
of play, Fifty golfers on the course to-day. 
No sign of snow for three days. 
Eastbourne, however, is an oasis in a vast 
expanse of snow. From all parts of the 
South of England comes the same story of 
blizzards and snowdrifts. Golfers who have 
managed to reach their clubs have been 
unable to use the courses. It has been the 
most general hold-up since golf became 
popular. 

There is not much chance of conditions 
improving for some days. Famous courses, 
like Woking, Walton Heath, Worplesdon, 
West Hill and Oxhey are vast white seas of 
virgin snow, and never a divot has been cut 
over Christmastide. 

They are not much better off in the Mid- 
lands. Ho!linwell, one of the best of the 
Midland courses, is snow and icebound, and 
Tom Williamson, the professional, complains: 
“I have been out of work over the Christmas 
holidays.” 

THE USE OF RED BALLS. 

Further North eonditions are better. Play 
on the Royal Liverpool course at Hoylake 
has not been interrupted. 

Here and there enthusiastic golfers have 
tried to play a few holes with red balls, but 
in few cases has this been possible. Red 
ball golf is practicable when there is an inch 
or so of snow on the ground, but when it 
runs over a foot in depth the ball just sinks 
in and disappears.

Further evidence was tendered ín the Bel- 
fast Custody Court yesterday in the charge 
ainst Samuel Gray, a former member of the 
ast Co tion, and a well-known steve- 
dore, and Phili ages: of 28 St. James's 
place, Belfast, e charge against them was 
that they knowingly harboured at the York 
Dock uncustomed s, $.e., five bulk gal- 
lons and three-tenths of a bulk gallon of 
liqueurs, in bottle, and a pound and a half 
weight of cigars, contrary to the Customs 
Consolidation Act of 1876. On the solicitors’ 
tables there were liqueur and other bottles, 
all heavily sealed, a stone jar, likewise 
sealed, and several boxes of cigars, 

The exhibits bore attractive labels, while 
one was decorated with ribbons. 

Mr. H. Mussen, Crown Solicitor, in 
opening the case, explained that the charge 
was one @f concealing and harbouring a large 
quantity of uncustomed and contraband goods 
which were brought into the port by the Bel- 
gian steamer Erin, On the arrival of the 
vessel from Antwerp on 3rd inst. the accused, 
Samuel Gray, who was a stevedore, had the 
discharging of the cargo, which was a general 
one. The avcused, Magee, was night watch- 
man in the employment of the owners or the 
agents of the steamer. There would be, said 

r. Mussen, no We as to how the goods 
came to Belfast, because there would be pro- 
duced a statement by the captain of the Erin 
that the goods were smuggled in by one of 
the sailors. 

The Erin reached her berth in York Dock 
in the mas Í hours of the morning, and it 
was alleged that for some time after the 
arrival Gray was seen moving on and off the 
vessel in a manner which attracted atten- 
tion. Magee was also there—he had, in 
fact, charge of the shed during the night— 
and was moving about adjacent to the 
Erin’s berth. Inside the shed was a small 
hut and a large box or locker, the latter

These boxes were locked when a Customs 
officer, in consequence of certain information, 
took charge of them.

THE SEARCH. 

Henry Creighton, chief preventive officer, 
deposed that on the morning of 3rd inst. he 
boarded the Erin about eight o'clock in 
order to supervise the search of the vessel. 
He later searched the shed, having six 
officers with him, and in a hut found the 
cigars. This was a hut used by the checker. 
He went to a box used by Magee. It was 
locked, and, failing to get the key, they 
prised it open, finding therein 20 bottles con 
taining liqueurs, totalling 3.3 gallons. 

They came across another locker or 
which witness understood 
stevedore, Mr. Gray. It was also locked, 
and witness spoke to several people about 
the key. The brother of Mr. Gray told 
witness that he could not open the box with:

A mooring mast for use in South Africa 
is now in the course of construction, but the 
site has not yet been fixed. 


GIANT ALL-METAL FLYING SHIPS 

The largest passenger flying ships ever 
built in Britain, two fifteen-seater short 
Jupiter flying boats, are to be launched at 
Rochester early in the new year. 

The new flying boats have been developed 
from Sir Alan Cobham’s short Rolls-Royce 
flying boat, in which he is at present en- 
gaged on the round-Agrica flight. They are 
of all-metal construction, and, in addition to 
carrying a crew of three and fifteen passen- 
gers, are fitted with a refreshment buffet, 
with ice chests :nd a cooking stove. 

They are to be used on the marine sections 
of the great ten thousand miles Empire air- 
way connecting Britain and Australia, which 
is now being actively developed.

FORTHCOMING PEACE 
CONFERENCE,

In striking contrast to last year, 1927 has 
been comparatively uneventful and free from 
excitement in the trade union and, industrial 
world, writes the Press Association Labour 
Correspondent; and an industrial peace move 
has great possibilities for the New Year. 

Following the upheaval of the general 
strike and the coal stoppage, the unions con- 
centrated on a policy of peace, retrenchment 
and reíorm. 

There were a few wages disputes and con- 
troversies which before the general strike 
might have led to stronger action, but the 
plain fact is that the unions generally had no 
funds for strikes and were not in a position 
to dictate terms or threaten withdrawals of 
labour, 

It took even the big unions like those in 
the railway and transport industries the 
whole of the year to rebuild their depleted 
reserves and restore their financial resources. 
Some of them, like the National Union of 
Railwaymen, did it by a special levy. 
made drastic cuis in administrative expenses 
and officials’ salaries. 

SUBDUED UNIONS. 

A few of the unions, especially the Miners’ 
Unions, are still struggling to make good the 
drain imposed on their funds by the long 
disputes of 1926. i 

The Engineering Unions were probably in- 
fluenced more than anything else by the 
knowledge that their fighting power .had 
diminished in agreeing in August to a settle- 
ment of their long-delayed claim for £1 a 
week advance. They gained only a bare 
minimum of their demand, and the extra 
bonus of 2s. a week was given only to “ plain 
time ” workers. :

The railway unions, also subdued by ex 
periences and events, agitated early in the 
year over grievances following the general 
strike and the failure of the companies to

THE ENGLISH CHURCH CRISIS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—Now that there is a probability that 

another effort will be made to have the new 

English Prayer-book passed by the House of 

Commons, it is well that Irish Churchmen 

should be clear as to how the passing of the 

Book will afiect the Church of Ireland, I 

note that an Irish bishop has taken Lord 

Carson to task for making the statement in 

the House of Lords that the communion of 

the Church of Ireland with the Church of 

England was dependent on that Church's 

remaining true to the principles of the 

Reformation. One is surprised that the 

bishop should take exception to the state- 

ment, when the Preamble to the Constitution 
of the Church of Ireland is so clear on the 

int. I may, perhaps, be permitted to quote 
the relevant clauses from the Constitution for 
the benefit of those interested. They are as 

follows :—‘‘ The Church of Ireland, as a 

Reformed and Protestant Church, doth hereby 

re-affirm its constant witness against all those 

innovations in doctrine and worship, whereby 
the Primitive Faith hath been from time to 
time defaced or overlaid, and which at the 

Reformation this Church did disown and 

reject, . . The Church of Ireland will main- 

tain communion with the sister Church of 

England, and with all other Christian 

Churches agreeing in the principles of this 

declaration,’’ etc. It is quite clear from 

these statements that the Church of Ireland 
would have either to alter her Constitution or 
sever her connection. 

Another matter which calls for attention is 
that the Archbishop of Dublin has been 
recently reported as saying to an Irish Times 
interviewer: ‘‘ Personally I question the 
wisdom of the House of Commons, which has, 
for the moment, thrown out the result of 
many years of work.” His Grace goes on 
further to say: ‘‘ Opinions will vary as to 
the rejection of the Deposited Book, but it 
will not be real well-wishers of the Church of 
England who will feel satisfaction at it.” 
These are startling statements. It can 
scarcely be conceived that a chief bishop of a 
Protestant and Reformed Church would think 
it wise that Mass vestments, prayers for the 
dead and the Romish practice of reservation 
of the elements should be introduced into the 
sisteg Protestant Church. . .. Irish Church- 
men ought to be deeply concerned in the issue 
of the great conflict now taking place, and 
those who value the liberty and freedom 
gained for them through the Reformation of 
the sixteenth century shonld put forth every 
possible effort, if the Prayer-book measure 1s 
presented afin, to ensure its final and 
emphatic rejection.—Yours, etc.,

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CAPTAIN JOSIAS BODLEY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Will ““Ouidnune ” pardon me if I 
point out a slight error in the first paragraph 
of his Diary in the Trá Times of Thursday 
last? It was not in ‘‘ Polish’’ quarters, as 
‘“Quidnunc’’ asserts, that the Captain 
Josias Bodley whom he quotes found cause 
to congratulate himself on more comfortable 
conditions than those he had endured at the 
Siege of Kinsale a year earlier. The ‘‘ com- 
fortable quarters ” were, as a matter of fact, 
much nearer home—at Lecale, to wit, in the 
County Down, where Bodley and his fellow- 
officers, on Christmas leave, happened to be 
the guests of Sir Richa d Morison, at that 
time Gove-nor of Lecale. Bodley celebrated 
the visit in an amusing account in dog-Latin, 
from which the senterces quoted by ‘‘ Quid- 
nunc ” are taken, 

Josias Bodley had, indeed, fought in the 
Low Countries, but was he ever in Poland? 
If so—and no notice I have seen of him 
makes mention of Poland—it must have been 
before his coming to Ireland, in 1598. It 
was, of course, Tyrone’s activities that took 
him North after Kinsale, and the Latin 
narrative aforesaid contains some _ good- 
humoured abuse of that chieftain in terms 
that, coming from one soldier to .another, 
are equivalent to a compliment :—‘ Jlle 
T'yronus est pessimus nebulo, et valde cautus, 
et subtilis, et non vult esse verberatus, nisi 
super bonos terminos.’” The remainder of 
Bodley’s life was spent in Ireland. In 1604 
he was knighted by Mountjoy, and after- 
wards received the appointment of director- 

eneral of the fortifications in Ireland. He 
‘lied in 1617, and was buried in Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin.

The unions in the shipbuilding trade re- 
newed their claim during the year for a 
wages advance, which was refused ty the 
eruployers owing to the continued depression 
in the industry. Here, again, there was no 
threat of a avis The unions placed their 
case before the Minister of Labour, and have 
for the present left the dispute in the hands 
of the Ministry, With one exception—thar 
of the Boilermakers’ Society—they have all 
agreed to conciliation machinery for the 
settlement of disputes by negotiation without 
stoppages of work. 

Trouble developed in the wool textile in- 
dustry; but that lover of peace, Mr. Ben. 
Turner, the Chairman of the T.U.C., had 
charge on the ‘union side, and, although the 
situation remains delicate, it is hoped that 
a stoppage will be averted 
- This summarises the outstanding happen- 
ings, apart from the Trade Unions Act. 

There was the usual crop of local disputes, 
but none of them of much moment. 

COMING PEACE CONFERENCE. 

The year has ended on a happy note, the 
T.U.C. having accepted the invitation of a 
group of influential employers to explore the 
whole field of industrial reorganisation and 
industrial relations, and a ‘‘ peace confer- 
ence ” will take place in the new year. 

This move has great possibilities for the 
trade unions and indus generally. The 
unions are approaching the subject without 
prejudice and with good-will, No attempt 
will be made to impose any principle or 
policy on the various industries, and all that 
is aimed at is a general discussion with the 
object of arriving at agreed recommendations 
for the consideration of the industries. 

How far they will be regarded as prac- 
ticable will be a matter for subsequent 
decision.

WHAT IS BEING DONE 
IN LRELAND. 


- 


From Ovr SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 

“ I feel sure that if more ba knew what 
really beautiful prints can be procured, and 
at what a small price, it would not be long 
before every National school in Ireland was 
kung with pictures and every child had 
learned to apreciate the first principles of 
art,” Mrs. Dermod O’Brien said yesterday 
in a conversation on the subject of pictures 
in schools. 

The report of the Committee on the-selec- 
tion of pictures for public elementary schools, 
just published by the English Board of 
Education, insists upon the value, from many 
points of view, of pictures in schools, and 
the’ necessity that the pictures should be of 
the best. Mrs. O’Brien is the honorary 
secretary of a small society called ‘The 
Lovers of Art and Children,” which has for 
its object the procuring of pictures for 
National schools, The society was formed 
in et 1926, the organising committee 
heing Major Dease, Killiney; Mrs. Pilkington, 
Secretary of the Water-Colour Society of 
Ireland; Mrs. Lentaigne, Drogheda, and Miss 
Heagan, Marlborough Street Schools, Dublin. 
Persons interested in the aims of the society 
are invited to present one or more pictures to 
some National school] of his own choice, or to 
send a picture, or a subscription for this 
purpose, to the secretary of the society. 

Donors of pictures are asked to take special 
care that the pictures chosen shall be of 
real artistic merit; they may be reproductions 
in black aid white, or in colour, but prefer- 
ably not photographs. They must be sub- 
mitted to the manager and teachers of the 
school before they can be hung; they should 
also be framed and supplied with cords or 
brackets. 

When the society first made its appeal for 
funds and pictures considerable interest was 
shown in the scheme. Some subscriptions and 
pictures were sent to the secretary, and a 
great deal of good advice as well; but far 
more practical interest and help is required 
hefore a really adequate programme can be 
arranged and carried out. What has been 
done so far has met with the greatest appre- 
ciation from the pupils and staffs of the 
schools to which pictures have been given. 

SOME EXAMPLES. 

Mrs. O’Brien was helped very much, when 
the society started first, by an invitation to 
visit one of our old city schools which had 
already a splendid supply of suitable pictures. 
Yesterday the Sister-in-Charge of that school 
kindly showed me over the class-rooms. In 
the absence of the children the rooms suggest 
the appearance of very delightful juvenile 
picture galleries. Chapelet’s “Seasons ” 
adorn one wall; Andre Marty’s: illustrations 
of Perrault’s Fairy Tales another. In the 
room for the tiniest children the old familiar 
stories of our childhood are reproduced. On 
one of the landings is a wall-painting, the 
work of Miss Brigit O’Brien. The subject is 
St. Patrick explaining the Trinity. The saint 
stands on a flower-strewn stretch of grass, 
against a backzround of hills. Seated beside 
him is St. Benignus, with the Book of the 
yospels. Numerous figures stand listening, 
and on the outskirts of the group, an ancient 
Druid is watching anxiously the eager atten- 
tion accorded to the teacher. While Miss 
O’Brien was engaged on the painting the 
greatest interest was shown by the school- 
children, and a regular epidemic of enthu- 
siasm for drawing was the result. 

The Society is spending the money at its 
disposal chiefly on French coloured. prints, 
reproductions of Old Masters and sacred 
pictures. Besides this it has distributed a 
considerable number of carefully selected 
posters. Mr. Paul Henry’s “ Connemara ” 
and ' Lough Derg” are great favourites, 
and also many of the railway posters. “These 
posters and prints are mounted on cardboard, 
sized and varnished, every mount bearing a 


change is needed. Small 
wooden blocks are fitted at the corners to 
prevent pictures from being damaged by 
rubbing against the wall when turned inward. 

In August last a small exhibition of the 
pictures was held in Marlborough Street 
Schools while a number of teachers were in 
Dublin for Irish classes, and great interest 
was shown in the scheme. If possible, the 
Society w.ll hold another exhibition at Easter 
this year during the Teachers’ Conference, 

PICTURES IN COUNTRY SCHOOLS. 

Considerable help. has been given by the 
co-operation of Miss Roisin Walsh, who 
travels round with the Carnegie Library Van. 
She takes with her, on her rounds, some of 
the pictures and posters, and leaves them 
at different schools, exchanging them on her 
next round for others. “‘In every case,” 
Miss Walsh said yesterday, “the pictures 
were received with the greatest delight.’’ 
Unfortunately, it was not possible for her to 
satisfy all the requests that reached her from 
different schools in. her district for pictures, 
as Mrs. O’Brien’s supply is so limited at 
present. 

The value to any child of good examples 
of art is obvious. If it is to achieve a right 
stan...dard of taste it must have the oppor- 
tunity of studying colour and form at its 
best. But to the ordinary well-to-do child 
there is nothing particularly remarkable in 
the presence of good pictures in the school- 
room; it merely gives a more home-like 
atmosphere to the child’s surroundings. The 
children who fill the national schools in this 
country are not likely to take pictures of any 
kind as a matter of course. 

In the city school that I was taken over 


versed when a 


houses and other drab dwellings of the poor. 
They have little in their homes to stir the 
imagination and create a desire to rise to 
better things. They are conscious of their 


need for food and ‘clothes, but there is a! 


unknown to themselves, for 
colour and light and form. That hunger is 
not there without a purpose. If satisfied, it 
will have its share in their development. 
The unimaginative child—if such a being 
exists—may get nothing beyond a momentary 
pleasure from the sight of gay pictures. But 
the normal eager boy or girl drinks in much 
benefit that cannot be absorbed so easily 
through lessons. The bright atmosphere 
which the pictures help to create makes the 
lessons themselves less of a task. The hope 
of stories and explanations about the pic- 
tures after lesson hours has been proved to 
make the children stick to their work with 
more of a will, 

The work in this direction already accom- 
plished is not very much, but it has been 
highly satisfactory, and the greatest possible 
appreciation has been shown. If the com- 
mittee had more funds, and if a larger section 
of the public could be induced to show more 
practical interest, there is no reason why 
every National School in Ireland should not 
benefit by the work of the Society.

They had no money to spare since 1934—iu 
fact, money was never shorter—and yet, 
during the years 1925, 1926 and 1927 they 
were asked to reorganise their creameries, to 
instal new machinery, to make fundamental 
changes—all costing money—and they did it 
without complaint. Speakirz generally they 
gave us full co-operation. When we had 
bought the condensed milk company the eo: 
operative societies, if they had wished to be 
penny-wise, could have taken advantage ol 
the situation. We had no use for the con 
densed milk company, we had to sell it; the 
co-operative creameries concerned could have 
taken advantage of the fact if they had 
wished. They could have ruined the whole 
project. They could have made a situation 
such as would have prevented any Govern 
ment from again interfering directly on behalf 
of any industry. They did not do it. They 
met us “ fair and square,’’ and they showed 
conelusively that when a sound proposal, no 
matter how big, is put to Irish i they 
ave capable of taking it in a big way. 

100 PER CENT. CO-OPERATION, 

When all is said and done, they have every 
reason to be proud of themselves, They have 
made more progress during three bad years 
than the farmers of any country in Europe. 
Pride is a dangerous virtne, but I think we 
can afford to run that danger. What we 
have always lacked in this country is proper 
pride; we have always been proud of the 
wrong things Here is a legitimate cause 
for pride, and 1 invite the dairy farmers 
to indulge themselves to their hearts content, 

Howevei, we cannot let matters rest, 
When the Dairy Produce Act was passed I 
expected, 1f I may put it in this way, about 
seventy per cent, co-operation; I got ninety, 
[ want a hundred. There is no future for 
this smail country except as a result of 
excellence. Quality should be our watchword. 
At any time irish farmers were very little 
behind some of the very best farmers in 
Europe, but it was that ' very little’’ which 
made all the difference. The fact is that the 
difference between ninety-nine per cent. and 
one hundred per cent. is all the difference in 
the world. We cannot afford to be as good 
as the next; we are too poor for that. We 
must go the whole one hundred per cent. 
We must, if I may put.it so, be better 
than the best. That ideal ts quite possible 
of attaiument, and I have not the slightest 
doubt, if we continue at the pace which 
has prevailed for the last three years, that 
in a short time our butter will be in the 
position in Which our eggs are to day— 
namely, at the top of the English market.

next three or four years. The Live Stock 
Breeding Act was passed in 1925. The 
policy was to commence with an easy stan- 
dard. This standard is being gradually 
sed, and we have now reached the time 
we can adopt what can be regarded as 
standard. 3 the year 1929 there ought 
marked improvement both in the 
dairy and beef stock in inis country. Already 
for imspeetion 
ing a marked improvement on those 
earlier imepections, but the 
standard is not vet high enough, and farmers 
should make every effoit to breed better 
bulis by availing of the services of the 
premiam bulis which are now, or should be, 
available in almost every district. 


MIXED FARING. 

In this country we cannot 
specialise. Argentina specialises in beef; 
Denmark in milk and milk products. The 
Argentine farmer does not care whether the 
cow is able to do more than feed her calf; 
the Danish farmer, on the other hand, cares 
nothing about the beef qualities of the cow: 
his whole attention is fixed on her udder. 
We have a more complex problem, but we 
are solving it, We could, of course, con- 
centrate entirely on the development of the 
heavy milker Wf we had to pay no attention 
to beef, just as we could develop better beef 
Í we had to pay no attention to milk; but we 
must develop both bye i and milk, 

That is our preblem, and for that reason 
wa can never do without the dairy shorthorn 
cow. Dairying is the keystone of our farm- 
ing system, because on dairying depends, not 
only butter, but bacon and eggs; in other 
words, mixed farming. 

At the same time we cannot afford to 
neglect our immense beef and store trade, 
amounting to something like 15 millions a 
year. What we must do is to improve the 
milking qualities of our herds,’ and at the 
same time improve their shapes, and I claim 
ihat we are doing that. There is no doubt 
about it that the milk yield of the average 
cow of the country is increasing. We know 
definitely that the milk yield of tested cows 
has increased by 120 gallons. per cow per 
annum, and equally there is no doubt but we 
are tending towards better types of stores, 
It looks as if we are coming back to the very 
sound position which obtained in Scotland in 
Cruickshank’s time—when a Shorthorn cow 
was not only thrifty, good-looking, and of 
size and weight, but also a good 
[ hope that that promise will con- 
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KEEN COMPETITION, 

As I have said, we have sufficient reason 
for optimism, but I do not pretend for a 
moment that there ig not a dark side to the 
picture. We have gone through three or four 
had years, and it is no consolation to us that 
the farmers of other countries are suffering 
in the same way. We are faced with the 
competitiou—which, in my opinion, is going 
to increase—of Argentine chilled meat. This 
is hitting our beei trade hard, In facf, our 
heavy cattle are no longer able to e@mpete 
with chilled meat, and the future of the cattle 
industry in this country lies with the light, 
well-finished, good quality young animal. We 
can meet the situation in one way, and one 
way only, and that is by going in more and 
nore for mixed farming. Many good farmers 
have found it extremely difficult to make ends 
meet during the last three or four years, but, 
speaking generally—and, in particular, speak- 
ing of the small farmers—they have managed 
to hold their own; they have seen the price 
of pigs, cattle, sheep, and bacon fall, and 
simultaneously they have seen the price of 
feeding stuffs increase. Imported feeding 
stuffs this year are, on an average, £2 a ton 
dearer than last year, and these two facts, 
taken together, speak volumes for the 
strugule which the farmer of the last three 
years has gone through and survived. 

" This is the time to remember that the man 
who wins is the man who holds out. I know 
that 1] am speaking here to farmers who khow 
their business, and who are not to be taken 
in by the easy promises of easy riches that 
are being constantly held out to them, They 
know well that the agricultural future of this 
country, like Denmark, lies in the production 
of live-stock and live-stock products, and that 
no possible change in Irish conditions which 
can be brought about in our time will alter 
that fact; they know well that even in the 
best of times money is not to be had easily 
in farming, and they are prepared to meet 
the difficulties inherent in the present world 
situation by working harder and more 
efficiently, by producing more, and by making 
the fullest use of the natural advantages 
which the soil and climate and the situation 
of the country affords. 

MORE PRODUCTION, 

There is one way to meet this increase in 
the price of feeding stuffs to which I have 
referred, and that is by producing more food 
at home. There is no reagon in particular 
why any farmer, MC dis the farmer who 
has his own help, should not produce far 
more of what he uses. It means more pro- 
duction and it means more profit. I can say this 
here without the danger that one is up 
against immediately when speaking to 
amateurs, and that is that somebody will 
advocate a prohibition of all imported feeding 
stuffs. A prohibition of all imported feeding 
stuffs would inflict a serious handicap on the 
mixed farmer, and would, of course, inevitably 
lead to grass farming, pure and simple; and 
no one who knews anything about the com- 
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such a course. On the other hand, there is 
no doubt about it that more food could be 
economically produced at home, and the sooner 
the farme? realises that fact the better. 

All the measures which I have outlined— 
Dairy Produce Act, Eggs Act, the Live-Stock 
Breeding Act, the Co-operative Act, the Credit 
Corporation, the reorganisation and transfer 
of the creameries, live-stock improvement 
schemes—all these sum up the State's con- 
tribution to the problem. There is a very 
definite limit to the usefulness of State inter- 
ference. At best what the State can do for 
farmers is not a tenth part of what organised 
farmers can do for themselves. It remains 
now for the farmers to produce more and 
market better, always remembering what | 
have already said—that quality must be our 
watchword. 

HOME-MADE BUTTER. 

A member of the audience asked the 
Minister what steps he intended to take to 
supervise the production of butter in the 
farmer's home, and if he intended to stop 
the export of factory butter. 

Mr. Hogan thought that the policy of the 
State should be to encourage creamery butter, 
and that they should not rest until all the 
butter was first-class creamery butter. He 
did) not think that they could control the 
export of factory butter. 

n proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Hogan, Mr. P. Moloney (Tipperary) said that 
the Minister had done more during the last 
five years than those wh had gone before 
him. 

Mr. Kiersey (Waterford), in seconding, said 
that any country should be proud to produce 
men of the calibre of their Minister for Agri- 
culture. 

The Rev. Canon Walsh (Tramore) sup- 
ported.. With regard’ to the 25 per cent. 
whose butter was not of first quality all the 
year round, he said that in some districts 
even the best dairymaids could bot produce 
proper butter because of the deficiency of 
spring water at certain seasons when cattle 
could only obtain drinking water from ponds 
and rivers. The State » Hate help in such 
districts to instal a pressure water system 

Mr. D. J. Gorey, T.D. (Kilkenny), denied 
that. spring water was essential to the pro 
duction of pure milk and butter. The amount 
of pure milk from cows getting spring water 
and from ponds was fifty-fifty. There had 
been a great agitation against the Govern 
ment jin connection with the activities of 
the Department of Agriculture from the 
chronic unwashed. They wanted to get rid 
of the great unwashed, The Dairy Produce 
Act was either good or bad. If bad, it should 
be wiped off the Statute Book. If good, every 
effort should be made to ensure cleanliness 
in the herd by washing the udders and com 
pelling the milkers to wash thew hands. 

The motion was passed. 

Mr. Hogan stated that many of the A: 
passed during the past five years had bee 
pressed for by the Department of Agricultur 
during the past twenty years, but could not 
get passed. Now they were able to manage 
their own affairs, and were able to pass these 
measures. He was glad to be there, because 
he felt they all knew their business,

LORD KENMARE'S LETTER. 

At this stage Mr. Halliden read a letter 
from the Earl of Kenmare, President of the 
Society apologising for inability to attend. 
He said that it was satisfactory to see no 
sign of weakening in the enthusiasm which 
resulced in the society being brought into 
being. This was not to be wondered at, as 
it was through the success of the dairy 
industry that Southern Ireland aspired to 
show the way towards increased prosperity. 
Much had been accomplished, but more ro- 
mained to be done. The recording of dairy 
herds must become more general. At the 
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present time only about 60,000 cows wore 
under test, whereas there were approximately 
one and a quarter million dairy cows in the 
Free State. It was their duty to do-all in 
their power to induce farmers to record their 
milk. 

“| look forward,” his lordship went on, 
‘to the day when the public will appreciate 
more fully the great value of high quality 
milk, will recognise that it is a complete food 
in itself, invaluable as such to young and 
old, and infinitely more beneficial to the 
human rece than tea, which is so largely 
consumed in this country, Our aim should 
mir be to produce the highest grade milk 
possible, so that a supply of such would be 
available in most districts in Southern Ire- 
land. I am not blind to the fact that this 
cannot be done speedily, It must take time, 
and a great deal of trouble and, I fear, 
expense; but I am confident that a market 
will be created for Grade A milk which 
should recoup those who produce it. 
I look forward to the time when the 
medical profession im the Free State 
will with confidence prescribe this high- 
quetity milk for their patients for whom they 
deem such a diet suitable, relying on the fact 
that it has been i 
hygienic eonditions. 

DAIRY HERDS IN CREAMERY 
DISTRICTS. 

In the course of a lecture on the “ Manage- 
ment of Dairy Herds in Creamery Districts,”’ 
Mr. P. O'Keeffe, A,R.C.Sc.I., Dungarvan, 
said that valuable strains of cattle were lost 
through good heifers being sold before being 
identified, and through the continued use of 
half-bred bulls in dairy herds. We require 
beef character in our cows and stores. but 
not at the expense of milk vield. Estimates 
of the numbers of heifers annually required 
for renewal of herds in the Saorstat. for ex- 
port to Great Britain, for renewals of herds 
there, and export of milch cows and 
springers. give the figures as 150,000, 80,000 
and 50,000 respectively, making a total of 
80,000, or more than 50 per cent. of our 
annual crop of heifer calves. Time of calving, 
he said, is next to breeding in importance. 
It influences the total output of butter and 
has a dominant influence on the value of the 
by-products. Earlier calving would enhance 
the value of the calves. and separated milk. 
It would stimulate the production of pork in 
winter and the early spring months. The 
mcreased milk yield obtained would recom. 
pense for the additional cost of food and 
management 

Át, present about 45 per cent. of our calves 
(400.000 in round numbers) are dropped in 
April and May. These would be worth £2 
each as stores dropped in December and 
January

TUBERC OSIS IN CATTLE. 

\ niormatiye tecture on “The Elimination 
of Tuberculosis in Cattle’ was delivered by 
Profes or J. F (rate M.A VS , of the 
Veterinary College of Ireland, Dublin the 
lecturer pointed out that according to 
abattoir statistics in this country about 25 
per cent. of cows, 5 to 6 per cent. of bullocks 
and heifers, and 3 per cent. of calves are 
tuberculous The percentage in the case of 
cows appears to be from 15 to 20 per cent. 
less than in Great Britain. In considering 
preventive measures it is necessarv to note 
that the disease is a purely contagious . one 
it does not arise spontaneously , and it is due 
to a special germ, the tubercle bacillus. Only 
at certain stages of the disease will cattle 
spread the infection through the droppings, 
the discharge coughed up from the AM 
through the milk and uterine discharge. In 
regard to the milk. probably less than 1 per 
cent. of the cows are affected with tuber- 
culosis of the udder, and the uterus is ine 
volved in twice as many cases. Heredity 
plays no part in the transmission of the dis- 
ease, as is evidenced by the Bang system of 
control, Calves are. however, in .2 to .3 per 
cent, of cuses affected at, or shortly 
after, birth, but this nvises from 
infection of the young animal through 
a diseased iitle hecome infected 
through drinking tuberculous malk as calves,

ECONOMY IN STOCK FEEDING. 

Dealing with the subject of “ Economy in 
the Feeding of Farm: Stock,’’ Mr. E. J. Sheehy, 
M.Se., MHLA., Lecturer in Animal 
Nutrition, University College, Dublin. said 
that sugar factory by-products were the 
cheapest form of starchy food on the market, 
and should not be exported. Having given 
exampies of the pretein requirements ‘of 
cattle, sheep and pigs, and the most suitable 
rations for such stock, the lecturer showed 
how the period for using purchased foods 
could be shortened by the use of forage crops.
